Committee Report in Pull. 

The report of the Votérs’ league executive 
Ghamittee in full follows: 

“The council ice on which the city of’ 
Chicago is skating is too thin for safety. If 
the voters do not strengthen it by electing 
more first class aldermen they are in for an 
ley bath. 


“The number of alderman who have doth 


the ability and the grit to handle dig ma. 
ters is pitifully small. Some who have a 
fair measure of ability will not stand up 
to the grind. The majority have good in- 
tentlons and transact ordinary business fair- 
ly well, but they are unable to grasp the bear- 
ing and importance of the big things. 

“They need as leaders men who are broad: 
enough to grasp these difficult subjects, to 
analyse them, and to make plain the merits 
and demerits of each proposal. Without 
such leadership the majority do not know 
which way to turn, and they are apt to pro- 
ceed along the line of least resistance, which 
is generally also the line of immediate 
pressure. 

“If public opinion is arouged and makes 
a demand they are responsive, but when the 
public sleeps they listen to other voices. 
The bosses have learned that the public 
will not stand for crooks, so-they put up 
weak men—weak in intelligente and moral 
fiber and politically weak and dependent on 
the bosses. 


. Men of Force Needed. 

“The league feels compelled again to em- 
Phasize the fact that the great need of the 
council} of the second largest city in the 
United States, with a population exceeding 
that of thirty-two states of the union, is men 
of constructive ability and force, mén capa- 
ble of grappling intelligently with the big 
Problems constantly confronting this munie- 
ipality. It is most unfortunate that few men 
of this character can be induced to run. 

“And why is it that the right men cannot 
be found to fill this position—e position that 
offers opportunities as great as are to be 
found in almost any legislative body in the 
land, congress not excepted? The league be- 
1 there are several answers to this ques- 

on. 

First and foremost, the office must be 
made one of greater dignity, It is now belit- 
tled by endless petty services to individuals. 
The alderman should not be charged with 
the duty of attending to a great mass of 
minor matters, which should property fall 
Within the care of an administrative officer. 


Would Have Ward Officials. 


“It is wrong in principle and wrong in‘ 


Practice to make of the alderman a garbage 
inspector, a building tmapector, a sidewalk 
‘faspector, or paving inspector—a« mere com- 
Baint box. There ought to be in the various. 
Wards or other divisions administrative offi- 
rs to whom all these ordinary complaints 
ay be made and who are charged with thi« 
itspection service. If the alderman were re- 
lieved of all these petty and ministerial at 
fats he would find more time to devote to 
more important and difficult matters, and 
the position would be more likely to attract 
men of ability who now shun it. 

Second the office of alderman is now too 
much overshadowed by the office of mayor. 
. This is a mistake in municipal government. 
One remedy is to make the term of the alder- 
man as long as that of, the mayor. The 
league said in its report four years &go:

DECLARE SPIES 
‘OFLUMBER ‘TRUST | 
TRIED TO RUIN FIRM 


Employes of Chicago Company 
Testify in Federal Suit 
Bribes Were Given. 


TELL STORY OF BOYCOTTS 


Forced to Hire Detectives to Dig 
Out Ramifications of 
“Sneaky” Foe. 


LAWYERS CLASH OVER DOCUMENTS 


. 


Witnesses testified yesterday that bribery 
of employés of mall order houses, use of 
les, boycotting, and a general campaign 
of interference have been the usual methods 
by which the “ lumber trust has fought ite 
rivals. Thie testimony was given at the 
resumed hearing of the government's guit 
to dissolve the Northwestern Retail Lumber 
Dealers association ag a combine in re- 
straint of trade. 

The hearing was held in the federal build- 
ing. before Special Fixmaminer Roy E. Fuller, 


week. Witnesses sali the alleged trust used 
“ gurreptitious and sneaky means” im an 
effort to destroy competition of their rivals 
and put the mall order lumber firms out of 
business. 


Had to Hire Detectives. 

Maurice Rothschild, general manager of 
the Chicago House Wrecking company, 
Thirty-fifth and Iron streets, asserted his 
firm wes #0 harassed by the tactics of the 
“trust” that in desperation the firm was 
,forced to employ detectives in order to get 
@ report on where the leak was located, 

This, he said, resulted in the discovery that 
employés were acting as epies and divulging 
secrets of the Chicago firm's business to the 
lumber dealers’ organization. 

The Witness made « direct that L. 

W. 2 head of the Northern 
dur tau. a defendant, offered to gell informa-. 
tion about the operations of the trust for 
$2,500. The offer, he sald, Was made te him 
in Minneapolis and at the Pfister hotel in 
Milwaukee. Rothschild said be did net ad- 
cept the offer for fear Of committing a crime. 

He testified several confidential employés 
of bis firm had been bribed to supply infor- 
mation to the trust.“ Rothschilds testi- 
mony was corroborated by Ralph M. Cowan, 
expert estimaté® for the Chicago House 
Wrecking company. Cowan tald ne had been 
bribed by M. A. Dittberner, a representative 
of the “ trust,” to turn over to the retailers 
all estimates and inside deals of the firm. 


Tells How He Fooled Trust.“ 

Cowan said he was paid $180, $50 on two 
occasions and $80 the frat time. He said he 
reported the bribery to his employers, de- 
celved the trust by refusing to supply the 
desired information, and kept the money. 
Other employés of the firm alleged to have 
been bribed will be called as witnesses te- 
day. 

Attorney M. L. Purdy, representing the 
„trust,“ made fruitless attempts to shake 
Rothschild’s testimony. The witness stuck 
to his story without variation. When shown 
a catalogue of his firm bearing a picture of 
the plant and asked if the picture was not 
an exaggeration, Rotbechild turned the 
tables on the lawyer by producing photo- 
graphs of his plant and saying the picture 
represents what the plant will be when build 
ing operations are completed. 

“Tr 1006 and 1907 we were so hampered by 
the operations of the trust that we employed 
private detectives,” said Mr. Rothschild. 

“What did they find?’ asked Clark Me- 
Kercher, special attorney general lu charge 
of the prosecution. 


“alse Entries in Books.” 

„Wo found there were spies in our offices,” 
aid the witness. We Sound false entries 
in our books and we received many flotitious 
orders and applica tions for estimates that the 
trust never intended to use except for spying 
on us. We found we had men in our employ 
put there by the trust to divulge the secrets 
of our business.”’ 

Regarding the offer made by Boyce, the 
witness said: 

„went to Minneapolis to ask Mr. Boyce to 
stop harassing us. That was after we dis- 
covered theeples. I met Boyce, accompanied 
by a detective. I told him I wanted the trust 
to stop ite campaign ageinst us and to quit 
ite mean and sneaky tactics. He then of- 
fered to give me ll the information about the 
persons behind him in the operations of the 
bureau for $2,500." 

“ Did you pay the money?” 
on I wae toid not to, and I dd not wish 

commit a crime. I met Boyce by pre- 
* — * in Milwaukee soon after the 
Minneapolis meeting. 
Tou employed detectives?” 

Tes, we wanted to and out why our in- 
quiries were being copied and our estimates 
gold te somebody else and who was doing it.“ 

What harm was that?” 

“They were getting information that placed 
them on the ground floor as to our business 
and upset our deals.” 

Rothschild named C. F. Heitschmidt as 
another employé who had been bribed.

The Turks are fighting with greater vigor 
than Was expected, owing to the reports that 
previously had been spread that the garrison 
and populace were starving and fit subjects 
for quick surrender. 

More than 100,000 Bulgarian and Servian 
troops surround the Holy City, and fleld guns 
are pouring shells and infammabies into the 
inner works. It is hard to believe the Turks 
will be able to withstand the terrific fire for 
any great length of time. 

While the allies appear to have the advan- 
tage at Adrianople, reports from Constan- 
Ymople Say the Bulgarians are retiring from 
the burning village of Tchatalja, especially 
on the left wing. 

This may be a blind, with the idea of draw- 
ing the Turks into the offensive. 

The exclusion of correspondents and the 
severe censorship imposed by the allies and 
Turks alike account for the lack of detaiis 
of what is happening at the front.

at Danville, Pa. 

The bomb Farrell placed opposite the door 
of Herrera’s apartment he made of iron pipe, 
springs, paper. two boxes, a steel button, a 
percussion cap. and nitroglycerin, 

A connection between the Taylor and Ra- 
salsky cases was suspected partly through 
the fact that the addresses on the two pack- 
ages were made apparently by the same type- 
writer. Farrell in his confession told of buy- 
ing a second hand typewriter. He said he 
made usé of this machine when he sent.the 
bombs early last year.

Mr. McFarlane gives his facts and figures 
ge the public in a special article, one of a 
pon of nine, entitkd “The Business of 

Aon. in this week's edition of Collier’s, 
The loss every year by fire by the United 
Sates is eight times as much per capita as 
that of the whole of western Europe, accord- 
ing to Mr. McFarlane. At least one-half and 
ly two-thirds of our fires, he says, are 

either actively or passively criminal, 


“Insurance Fires” Majority. 

Revenge, pyromania, and malice the writer 
gets down as some of the minor motives, but 
declares the overwhelming majority are for 
insurance.’ 

His statistics show that in 1911 the United 
States and Canada lost by fire $234,887.20 
worth of property. He quotes the United 
States Geological survey as determining thet 
every $100 of fire loss in this country means 
en actual fire tax of $220, the additional $140 
ieing for insurance and fire protection. 80 
gutting the total fire loss in half on the basis 
that 50 per cent of all the fires are incendiary, 

and then adding 120 per cent of that, the 
amount is brought to the acne figure of 
$25,000,000. 

It is Mr. McFarlane’s endeavor to show 
that fires and failures go hand in hand. He 
gays the risk which the insurance company 
mort fears is not the factory which ig run- 
ning Gay and night, but the factory which 
un t running at all. 

When building ceases and lumber becomes 
dea! stock, that lumber must be paid for just 
the same. The result ig an increase in the 
number of fires in planing milis and lumber 
yards. 


Explains Moral Hazard. 

These facts bring in the subject of * moral 
hazard,’’ which the writer calls an illuminat- 
ing technical phrase of the fire insupnance 
ecrapanies. In most of the countries of Pu- 
rope it is shown that arson is rarer than 
murder. 

By graduated scales of statistics Mr. Me- 
Farlane shows that fires increase upon the 
approach of a financial panic. In dealing 
with the great panics of the United States 
he showp that for two and} three years pre- 
ccm sach of them the fire loss ateadily 
climbed to an alarming figure and then sub- 
sided again to a little ali ve normal upon 
the return of normal financial conditions. 

“For every failure it may be sald our fires 


any account now number about five, and 
the ratio is growing more eee. saye Mr. 


MeFarlane. 

“Since early in 1910 the country has suf- 
fered from a general building depression. 
The depression apparently had an effect on 
fires in factories of gar and electric fixtures. 
Between Jan. 1, 1909, and July 21, 1912, dight- 
een consecutive street numbers in one block 
éevoted to these factories had no less than 


twenty-one fires. 


Feather Bans and Feather Fires. 

“Within a month after Paris had placed 
its ban on feathers three feather factories 
burned in New York. The tight fitting 
sheath gown has been the cause of destruc- 
on by fire of stocks of petticoats and the 
like. The beginning of 1911 threatened to 
end the vogue of the shirt waist. By the 
end of 1911 one small insurance cémpany 
bad paid losses on ten shirt waist factories. 

“The situation in the country ig no dif- 
ferent from the eities. On the farm the use- 
less machinery is kept in a barn instead of 
in a twenty story loft—that is all. And it 18 
aimost always the barn and not the house 
that burns.“ 

Mr. McFarlane shows that following the 
tobacco crop fallure in 1909 a large amount 
ol insurance was paid en fires in which noth- 
ing burned but 1900 tobacco. 

One crook to the hundred honest men 
can in time make safe insurance impossible 
for all his fellows,’ is the conclusion Mr. 
McFarlane draws.

“When the local insurance agent and the 
loss adjuster ask A what in his opinion 
Cauged his flre, he says, “A’s opinion is 
that it was caused by rats and matches, 
and even in a steel and concrete building, 
With safety matches, rats and matches re- 
Main as good as ever.

C. sets down his fire as one more re- 
sult of the careless use of that diabolical] 
thing, the cigaret.

Marshals call them. 

The chief cause in all these diverse classes 
of fire loss is always the same—unsalable 
S00ds and useless machinery.

Later he was employed 
for a time as a supply minister for the May- 


wood Congre@ational church. 


No fault, it is said, was found with Brown's 
pulpit ministrations, for he was considered « 
good speaker. Numerous instances of bus'- 
ness irregularities were charged against him. 

At the time he was invited to supply the 
pulpit of the Neighborhood church, which was 
temporarily without a pester, ‘he was em- 
ployed as a bookkeeper for a Chicago music 
house. His wife also was in business as a 
manufacturer of nursing supplies... Later he 
gave up bookkeeping and became associated 
with his wife in the manufacturfhg business. 


Financial loss followed this venture, involv-- 


ing the nonpayment of wages of some who 
worked for them and the fatlure to repay bor- 


rowed money.

All bakery goods shall be wrapped from 
the time it leaves the oven until it is sold. 

No live fowl shall be kept in any basement 
or under sidewalks.“

PUBLIC GIVES UP ATTEMPT 
TO ATTEND BANDITS’ TRIAL. 


Dieudonne Denies Having Known Bou- 
nat, Leader of Automobile Despera- 
does, and Presentsan Alleged Alibi.

PARIS, Feb. 4.—The general public today 
abandoned all attempfs to witness the trial 
of the group of automobile bandits at the 
Palais de Justice. There was no crowd out- 
side the building, and the strictness in regard 
to admission was relaxed somewhat within 
the court. 

The accused bandits took no interest in the 
proceedings and none of them listened to the 
interrogations of the magistrate except when 
his or her Own particular case was men- 
tioned. 

Dieudonne was the first of the prisonere to 
be examined. The chief charge against him 
is the shooting of the bank messenger on 
Ordener street. 

He denied that he knew Bonnat, who, with 
Carnier, was the leader of the gang and who 
was killed by the police and gendarmes. 
When quéstioned about a comiratie he de- 
clared his principles prevented him from 
divulging his name. 

Dieudonne says he was at Nancy at the 
time of the Ordener street affair, but proof of 
his alibi is vague.

The shop and factory grievances arising 
between employers and employés are re- 
ferred for settlement to a committee on 
grievances consisting of five members from 
the employers and five from the union.

In the two and a half years which the 
protocol has been in operation in the cloak 
trade hundreds of little skirmishes between 
employers and employés and some big strikes 
have been averted. ‘ Thousands of families 
have been spared the loss of wages which 
all such industrial skirmishes and guerrilla 
warfare entail. *

$3,000, is too large for men of small caliber 
and too small for men of real capacity. 

“By reducing the number of aldermen 
the tota! paid out in salaries would be less 
than at present and the efficiency of the

„Fourth, to accomplish real results the 
office of alderman must be divorced from 
party politics. 


Nonpartisan Elections. 

“On Jan. 27 the city council by vote of 
47 to 11 directed the judiciary committee to 
prepare a bill to be submitted to the legis- 
lature providing that the party circle be 
eliminated from the ballot ip all municipal 
elections.

“That the required legislation can be se- 
cured at the present session of the legisha- 
ture seems certain. There is excellent rea- 
gon for believing that it can be passed with 
an emergency clause so that it will be avail- 
able for the coming April election. 


“Party Loyalty” Dead Weight. 


The chief fight of the league during its 
existence has been to induce voters to dis- 
tcgard party lines and vote for the best man 
regardless of party. In this fight it has been 
in rome measure successful, but it has at all 
times had to contend against the dead weight 
of ‘party loyalty.’ There is a certain per- 
centage of the voters who will vote for a 
sellow dog if he is on their party ticket and 
will not vote for any candidate, however mer- 
frorious, who runs on the ticket of another 
party or as an independent. If candidates 
a 2 nominated only by petition and appear 
on the ballot without party circle or party 
cesignation no one can be accused of party 
Cisicyalty if he votes for the best man. 

The present party system not only makes 
éitficult the election of good men, but it ham- 
pers the transaction of business in the coun- 
cil. It gives party leaders and ward leaders 


»The league has watched at close range 
for eighteen years the evil effect of the party 
system on the selection of aldermen and on 
the conduct of public business. Public opin- 
ion on this subject has been siow to develop, 
but it has at last arrived, and the public 
will hold to strict accountability those who 
seek to prevent the abolition of one of the 
leading causes of municipal misrule. 


Street Cleaning and Garbage. 

“In basing the ward appropriations for 
street cleaning and garbage removal on the 
report of the efficiency division of the civil 
service commission, the council has taken 
a step in the right direction. 

“This report estimates the appropriations 

required in each ward, regard beltig had for 
the extent and character of its pavements, 
its population, and the various factors which 
determine the amount of service required and 
its cost. 
. “Though this report was not followed in 
all particulars, the council by its action has 
approved the ‘ scientific’ method as opposed 
to the pull method. 

Since the enactment of the new dullding 
ordinance hundreds of applications have been 
Peceived by the council for permission to 
evade its provisions. Some of these re- 
quests arose from necessity, but the vast 
majority from the feeling that a financially 
valuable privilege could be had for the ask- 
ing, without regard to the merits of the 
case. In the building committee many or- 
ders permitting violations were passed pure- 
ly as the result of pull.“ Where ‘pull’ 1s the 
governing reason in legislation the Jackpot 
is naturally not far off. 


Concert of Action Suspicious. 

“There appears to have been a concert 
of action on the part of certain members 
of this committee which does not seem to 
have been actuated by a due regard for 
the interests of the citizens. 

“It must be remembered that the great 
mass of the people have no choice in the 
buildings in which they live. They must 
take what is offered them, and can look to 
nothing except the city government for pro- 
tection against a landlord inclined to exploit 
them. The protection given by the city is 
this ordinance, which is never violated for 
the benefit of the tenant, but vee for 
the profit of the owner. 

“As to theaters and public halls, it is 
necessary only to point to the awful Iroqueis 
theater disaster, and the more recent co)- 
lapse of the Home theater, to demonstrate 
with what enormous danger to the public 
nonconformity to approved methods of bulld- 
ing is fraught. What else can a person en- 
tering a theater or public hall rely on than 
the beNef that the government has ineisted 
on compliance by the owner with every pre- 
caution. and requirement necessary for the 
protection of life and health? 


Powers’ Leadership Dangerous. 

“In enforcing such an ordinance the lead- 
ership of an alderman like Powers is a dan- 
gerous one to follow. That his presence on 
the building committee is a menace is proved 
by the fact he had an active hand in two- 
fifths of all buiiding violation orders whfch 
went through the committee. He has done 
much to nullify the vigilant efforts made by 
Chairman Thomson to uphold the law. 

“In the building eorgmittee objections to 
the granting of permits was vigorous enough 
to require a roll call in twenty-elght cases 
in the last council year. The votes of the 
committee members on these roll calle were 
as follows:

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“A typical building violation order pro- 
moted by pull” was one of those introduced 
and carried through by Ald. Kunz. In clear- 
ing a space for a small park in a crowded 
neighborhood in the Sixteenth ward by buy- 
ins sites, the west park commissioners con- 
 Gemned an old tenement building. The object 
was to reduce congestion in the neighborhood 
and let in light and air. Mes 
Such a tenement could not now be erect- 
ed, nor could this one be moved to a new site 
and there used to damage the health of the 
people of this ward, without a permit to vio- 


late the building law. Ald. Kunz introduced 


an order granting the owner. such a permit, 
although the lot already held one building. 

When the second building was crowded 
in, neither structure was given the light and 
air required by the law. One of the rooms is 
only thirty-six feet square feet in area, where 
the minimum allowed by the code ts eighty 
square feet. * 

“The building committee to which the or- 
der was referred, recommended that it be 
placed on file. Kunz then asked the council 
to disregard the committee recommendation 
and pass the order. 


Vote on the Kunz Order. 

“Chairman Thomson of the building com- 
mittee explained fully to the council the 
nature of the violation. The vote as to 
whether Kunz should be permitted to pack 
his constituents like sardines into thie sort of 
a dark and unsanitary lodging was ae fol- 
lows:

The order went back to the committee, 
but Kunz persisted, finally induced the com- 
mittee to approve it, and then put it through 
the council in the omnfbus,”’ Thomson 
alone voting no. 

In five cases in the last year an issue has 
been made on the floor of the council as to 
whether a permit to violate the code should 
issue. Vavricek, towers, Pitte, Haderlein. 
Wilson, and McInerney were present when 
all five cases were considered, and all voted 
for the violations. Margin, Kunz, and Bowl- 
er were present when four of the violations 
were considered and voted for each. 

No one of the following aldermen voted 
in favor of any of these five violations: 
Mayer, Riechert, Long, Nance, Schultz, Gel- 
ger, Kjellander, Capitain, Thomson, LApps, 
Pretzel, Kearns, and Fisher 


Building Inspection Demoralized. 

“In most cases the permit is sought after 
a violation has been stopped by the bullding 
inspectors. The violator gets his ‘pull’ to 
work and is enabled to laugh at the inspector. 
Sometimes the permit is so loosely drawn as 
to shield almost any violation of the code. 
The inspector realizes that he is up againsta 
‘pull’ and quits. The inspection force, in- 
stead of being backed up by the council in 
enforcing the law which it has passed, is 
disregarded and demoralized. 

The civil service commission in its report 
on the building department May, 1912, rec- 
ommended among other things: 

That the request and plans for building 
violations be referred to the commissioner of 
buildings and any other department head in- 
terested for report and recommendation to 
the committee on buildings; and 

That the recommendations or decrees 
of department heads shall be published and 
made of permanent record, so that any one 
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“ ‘The ordinance to per mit Marshall Flold 


& Co. to excavate and occupy Washington 
street below the street level so as to make 
a connection between its present store and a 
new building to be erected on the south 


side of the street, Involved important ques- 


tions of policy. The way the matter was 
dealt with in the council and in committees 
is open to ecriticigm. 

“As to the question of broad policy in- 
vowed in the Field ordinance u 
men may fairly differ, and the league there- 
fore expresses no opinion on this point. 

“It should be noted the principle of com- 
pensation to the city for the privilege and 


the right of the city to revoke the grant at ) 


wiN were conceded by all from the outset 
Ald. Richert and Chairman, Block of the 
local transportation conmntttee took the posi- 
tion that such a grant—even though by its 
terms made revocable at the pleasure of 
the city—should mot be made until the loca- 
tion of subway routes mould be finally 
determined. 


Issue of Revocation. 


It was ineisted by others that the vigorous 
efforts made to obtain this revocable grant 
indicated that equally vigorous efforts would 
be made to prevent any revocation; and 
that if the subway development should cal! 
for the use of this street the council by its 
action would have simply placed another 
difficulty in its path. A lke argument agains: 
the ordinance was found im the statement o? 
the city sewer engineer, that it would be 
likely to interfere with future remodeling of 
the sewer system. 

“Objection also was made om the broad 
ground that the use of the streets should 
not be allowed for a purpose which was 
primarily private and not public; that to 
permit guch a use to one individual and t. 
deny ft to others similarly situated would 
be unfair as a special privilege. On the 
other hand, a policy of making such grants 
to all who might apply would speedily re- 
sult in the complete appropriation of tive 
downtown streets to such uses. 


Policy Left Unsettled. 


The far reaching questions of policy thus 
raised have been left unanswered by the 
council, which has been content to yield to 
the immediate pressure of individual reqpire- 
ments, and to pass on the specific instance 
without regard to what the effect might be 
on other similar applications, and without 
determining or defining its general policy 
in regard to such application. Such action 
is feeble and short sighted. 

“Nor did the committee on streets and 
alleys, which was charged with the consid- 
eration of the ordinance, show any keenness 
to safeguard the interests of the city. 

“The ordinance as introduced gave the 
right to excavate and occupy, the space under 
a half block of Washington street, extend- 
ing from Holden court to Wabash avenue, 
an area of some 11,400 square feet. The 
compensation fixed by the committee on com- 
pensation was $3,200 a year. 

“The ordinance in this shape was recom- 
mended for passage by the committee on 
streets and alleys; was then, on their re- 
quest, recommitted to them by the council, 
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committee and amended, cutting the tunnel 
to eighty feet in width [or 4,800 square feet 
inetead of 11,400 square feet], raising the 


compensation from $3,200 to $5,000 a year, : 


and strengthening it in other particulars. 
In this form it was passed by a vote of <2 
to 24. 

“Do Not Reflect Credit on Counct:.” 

“The action of the committee in recom- 
inending the ordinance in its origina! form, 
and the failure of the council to reject it by 
a more decisive vote than 80 to 30 do not re- 
flect credit on the council. The improve- 
ments made in the ordinance before ite final 
acoption resulted largely from the active 
oriticiem and opposition of persons outside 
of the council, who were certainly no more 
charged with a duty of inquiring into thig 
important matter than were the members of 
the council. 

“It is true that although an important 
question of public policy was at stake, every 
effort was made by an active lobby to com- 
mit aldermen to the support of the measure 
ever, before they had an opportunity to con- 
sider it. But ability to withstand pressure 
is cone of the tests of an alderman, and it ts 
precisely in the cases where the most pres- 
sure ie exerted that backbone is most valu- 
able to the city. 

Three important measures involving the 
police department have been before the city 
covnell in the past year, each furnishing one 
or more test roll call votes in the council, 
showing accurately the position of thealder- 
men on these vital topics. 


Police Department Inquiry. 

‘The first of these involved an approprie- 
tion of $15,000 asked for by the civil service 
commission and recommended by the finance 
committee, after careful consideration, te 
enable the efficiency division to complete its 
investigation of the police department and 
pav bills already incurred. 

“This investigation, undertaken at the 
rupgestion of the mayor, was an inquiry into 
the connection between the police depart- 
ment and the various criminal classes in the 
city. It resulted in a partial cleanup of the 
pelle department and furniehed data on 
which was bested an ordinance completely 
reorganizing the police department. The 
roti call on this appropriation waa as follows:

United Police a Corrupt Force, 

“The third matter was a resolution d- 
recting an investigation by the civil service 
commission inte the ‘ United Police,’ a secret 
organization, which has om previous oc- 
casions bullied and threatened aldermen, and 
raised a large corruption fund to influence 
legislation and elections. 

It has been a corrupt force in city politics 
and corrupt men have profited by an alllance 
with it. When it was attacked there were 
not lacking aldermen to come to its defense.

Nineteen year old Harold Peterson yester- 
day told Police Capt. John Alcock he set fire 
to the Carl Bergquist upholstery estadliah⸗ 
ment at 445 West Sixty-first street. At first 
the boy insisted two negroes entered the 
place, knocked him senseless, and after bind- 
ing him with ropes set fire to the place. 

The fire started in the morning and Peter- 
son was found at the door in a supposedly 
unconscious condition. The fire caused 6400 
damage. 

“I went down into the basement of the 
store,” Peterson said, to bulld a fire after 
Mr. Bergquist left. I was emoking a cigaret 
and I guess I threw it down. It caught in 
some exceisior on the floor and ln a moment 
the basement was in flames. 

“I thought I would go to the penitentiary 
if it became known I set the building on fire. 
I rushed upstairs to turn in an alarm and 
then changed my notion and decided to try to 
hide my guilt. I picked up an empty mille 
bottle and hit myself over the head hard 
enough tocut the scalp. Then I bound myself 
with a rope. 

“No one appeared and I could smell the 
smoke and hear the flames coming nearer. 
I got scared then and thought no one would 
come, so I staggered to the doorway and fell 
as if in a faint.“

HALTS CLUBBING CASE. 


No Move Made to Push Prosecu- 
tion of Alleged Assailants in 
Station House. 


Fred Haas, 3084 Wood street, who was 
assaulted by two policemen in the Twenty- 
geconé street station more than a week ago, 
yesterday pleaded guilty to carrying con- 
cealed weapons and was fined $25 and costs. 
Haas was arrested at Archer avenue and 
Clark street by Policeman Peter R. Bronson, 
who thought he had captured “Webb; the 
fugitive murderer and auto bandit. 

According to William Kirk, a real estate 
dealer, who was in the station when Police- 
man Bronson and Haas entered, the jatter 
was brutally assaulted by two policemen in 
the office of Lieut. Michael Morrissey. 

Mr. Kirk reported the affair to Chief Me- 
Weeny’s office, but the men were not sus- 
pended pending a hearing before the trial 
board. At the time Haas was carrying a 
billy and accused Policeman Bronson of be- 
ing intoxicated. Haas was taken to a cell 
ecougied by Charles J. Sullivan, who had 
been arrested early in the day. 

The police charge that Haas was creating 
a disturbance in a resort at 1717 Dearborn 
street when he was arrested. : 

Attorney Russell Whitman said: “We 
have not yet decided whether the charges 
against the police will be pushed.

My family, while living well, eating whole- 
some though plain food, does not ind the cost 
of living so high as reports indicate. We find 
meats four or five times a week sufficient and 
can have a different kind each time at an aver- 
age price of not more than 13 cents a pound 
or 18 cents a meal for six persons. 

Purchasing in the bulk I get ten pounds rolled 
oats for 29 cents; navy beans, five pounds for 
26 cents, and so with rice, macaroni, sirups, and 
all staple foods. In fact, by actual figures I 
find by careful purchasing at sales I save an 
average of 30 per cent over -regulan retail 
prices. 

A large part of the so-called high cost of 
livirm is due either to the ignorance, incapacity, 
or laziness of the purchaser. Out of $2,000 a 
year we manage to save nearly 3800 and live 
respectably.
